NATURE NODES 


A reader has asked me to write something about the tits 
which visit the garden. Assuming that most gardens are 
not large or isolated, there are three different types 
which may be seen commonly coming to the bird table. 


Tha bite tit is the most common. He is a very small bird 
with blue cap and wings and yellowish breast. He is 
cheeky and has adapted well to the conditions created by 
man, though really a woodland bird. He mainly feeds on 
small insects and seeds, but has become very partial to 
fat and nuts kindly supplied on the bird table. 


The great tit is a little less common, but nevertheless 
quite abundant in gardens. He is a little bigger than 
the bluc tit and has a black cap, greenish plumage and 

a dark strip down his belly. (I say "his", but both 
sexes are alike in the tit family). His habits are much 
the same as the blue tit. 


The coal tit is really a bird of coniferous plantations, 
but may be seen in the garden, especially if there is a 
conifer growing in the vicinity. The plumage is more 
grey with a black cap, and a white patch on the back of 
the neck. 


Long tailed tits, marsh tits and willow tits may be seen 
passing through an ol garden, foraging for food in the 
hedges, They are much less connected with man and are 
very shy. 


All the British tits are cavity nesters, except the long 
tailed tit. This bird makes a beautiful oval ball of 
moss end coers it with lichens and feathers. 


It will scon be nesting time and I make my annual plea. 
Please do not go looking for nests, and if you do find 
-one accidentally, do not part the leaves and branches to 
look inside. The bird will desert the nest if it is inter 
fered with and predators are more easily able to find a
